Recommended 
Actions: 

1. Receive the report. 
 
2. Request that the universities continue to review their policies to 

ensure that they are consistent with the Board’s Policy Manual. 

 
Executive 
Summary: 

In accordance with the Board’s Policy Manual §6.17, each university is 
required to submit a biennial governance report on faculty consulting for 
the two prior academic years.  This report reflects the Board’s 
accountability responsibility and relates to areas of interest such as time 
management, conflicts of interest, discharge of university responsibilities, 
and professional ethics. 

 
Changes in Report The 2000-2002 biennial report has been expanded to include more 

details about how consulting activities are monitored and how conflicts of 
interest are resolved.  This analysis resulted from the Board’s approval of 
the Board Office’s request in the 1996-1998 biennial report that the 
Interinstitutional Committee on Educational Coordination review each 
university’s policies on faculty consulting. 

 
Number of Faculty 
 
 
 

During the 2000-2002 biennium, the number of reported full-time faculty 
who consulted for pay decreased at SUI and ISU, but increased slightly 
at UNI.  For the three Regent universities, the total number of reported 
full-time faculty who consulted for pay had increased from 2,018 in 1996-
1998 to 2,230 (+10.5%) in 1998-2000, but declined to 1,750 in 2000-
2002.  The combined average of the three Regent universities was 875 
full-time faculty members who reported paid consulting activities during 
each year of the 2000-2002 biennium; this represents approximately 
20.7% of the full-time faculty at the Regent universities.  Comparative 
averages in 1998-2000 were 1,115, or 25% of the full-time faculty. 

 
Number of Days The total number of reported days spent in paid consulting by full-time 

faculty members shows in the 2000-2001 academic year was 5,089. 
During the 2001-2002 academic year there were 5,224 reported days of 
paid consulting by full-time faculty members at the three Regent 
universities.  The total number of days spent consulting during this 
two-year period decreased at all three institutions:  at SUI from 4,047 to 
3,692.5 (-8.8%), at ISU from 5,444 to 5,000.8 (-8.2%), and at UNI from 
2,008 to 1,619.5 (-19.4%).  The two-year combined total number of days 
consulting dropped from 11,499 to 10,313 (-10.3 %). 
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 Comparing the combined two-year average of 1998-00 with 2000-02, the 

average number of days spent consulting per consulting faculty member 
during this two-year period increased at SUI from 3.1 to 4.2 days and at 
ISU from 8.0 to 8.4 days.  At UNI the average number of days spent 
consulting per consulting faculty member during the two-year period 
dropped from 8.0 to 5.9 days.  The volume of consulting activity can vary 
from year to year depending on the availability of opportunities.

Background: Regent university faculty represent a vast pool of talent that is a unique 

state, national, and international resource.  Consulting activities enable 
faculty to share their expertise outside the university, integrate practical 
experience into classroom instruction, and contribute to the state’s 
economic development. 

 
Institutional Policies Each university has established policies on faculty consulting that provide 

guidelines and safeguards on the amount of time devoted to 
compensated outside activities, the reporting and monitoring of such 
activities, and the resolution of potential conflicts of interest.  Unpaid 
professional services that many faculty perform are not included in this 
report.  Generally speaking, faculty consulting done in “off hours,” i.e., 
evenings and weekends, is excluded by institutional policies. 

 
Board Policy Board policy requires reporting only those activities for which faculty 

received supplemental payment from outside sources.  Unpaid consulting 
is typically regarded as a form of professional service and is not included 
in this report.  Sponsored research activities are generally supervised and 
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managed by the institution and are, therefore, not considered 
independent faculty consulting activities.  The Board’s reporting 
requirements apply only to full-time faculty; this includes all appointments, 
including tenured, tenure-track, adjunct, clinical, and visiting positions. 
 
In accordance with Board policy, the faculty consulting report is organized 
in three sections: policy analysis, evaluation, and data. 

 
Policy Analysis: 
 
Policy Items and 
Definitions 

Board policy directs that the institutions use a common definition of 
consulting activities.  This generally occurs, although there is some 
difference in the types of functions that may be included in the 
universities’ reports.  Areas of commonality in definitions and policies 
among the three universities include the following: 
 
! All three universities have policies that deal with full-time faculty who, 

during their period of employment, perform outside professional 
services and receive payment from non-university entities. 

 
! All three universities have policies that limit or provide guidelines on 

the amount of time faculty members may spend on such consulting 
activities. 

 
! All three universities have policies and procedures for approving, 

reporting, and monitoring such consulting activities. 
 
! Policies at all three universities clearly affirm that an employee’s 

professional responsibilities at the university take precedence over 
any extramural activities, and that outside activities may not unduly 
interfere with or compromise the fulfillment of those obligations. 

 
University of Iowa 
 
(new policy 
adopted; to be in 
force for next 
biennial report) 

SUI’s faculty consulting policy is a part of the Conflict of Interest Policy, 
University of Iowa Operations Manual, Section II.18.  During each of the 
years of the report for 2000-2002, the original policy was in effect.  A 
revised policy was approved In February 2003 and the revised policy has 
replaced the previous one on the University’s website.  It is available at:  
http://www.uiowa.edu/~our/opmanual/ii/18.htm.  The next biennial report 
will describe the new policy in greater detail than is provided in this 
report. 
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(Definitions) For the purpose of this report, the policy in force requires disclosure and 

management of compensated outside professional activities if they:  
(a) exceed a specified commitment of time (3 teaching days per 

semester for 9-month faculty; 9 teaching days per year for 12-
month faculty; or 2 consecutive teaching days for any faculty;  

(b) exceed a specified level of compensation ($10,000), or  
(c) are for certain specified agencies (e.g., a state agency or 

another educational institution).  
Reporting for the purposes of this report is limited to categories (a) and 
(b), that is, consulting that may represent a conflict of commitment.  The 
policy sets no formal upper limit on permitted consulting activity, although 
there is a widely accepted practice that consulting should not exceed 
more than one day per week.  
 
Colleges and departments follow the University policy and do not have 
their own policies.  
 

 
Iowa State 
University 
 
 
 
 
(Definitions) 

ISU’s consulting policies are followed University-wide.  There is an 
understanding that consulting will not ordinarily exceed an average of two 
working days per month and consulting activities will not be concentrated 
in one or two months of the year.  Each faculty member is required to 
report consulting activities annually. 
 

• Faculty members who are employed by the Cooperative 
Extension Service are not permitted to consult for pay in Iowa. 
Faculty members in the College of Veterinary Medicine are 
subject to specific guidelines.  They are included in ISU’s report. 

• Basic policy statements governing outside consulting by faculty 
members are contained in the ISU Faculty Handbook, Fall 2002.  
See also http://www.provost.iastate.edu/handbook/2002.  

• Members of the staff are often asked to give advice or counsel to 
private agencies or individuals, sometimes with the invitation to do 
so on a continuing basis for pay.  For this and other situations, the 
University’s policy is that faculty members may undertake 
consulting work only after the proposed work has been mutually 
agreed to by both the staff member and his or her department 
chair. 

• Staff members are not permitted to receive additional 
compensation for time spent on a university-administered grant or 
contract, except with prior approval of the provost. 

• ISU does have a policy on conflict of interest.  The report notes 
that the complexity of ISU’s increasing interactions with non-
university entities confront faculty and staff members with a 
variety of issues and concerns that may pose questions regarding 
conflict of interest. 
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University of 
Northern Iowa 

The general policy of UNI governing faculty consulting activities is 
contained in the following paragraph, which is a subdivision of a policy on 
extra income: 
 

The University has a liberal and flexible policy concerning outside 
consultation.  In accordance with the basic mission of the 
University for instruction, research, and service, consultation work 
is encouraged, especially in the area of the faculty member’s 
professional specialization, and involving her/his professional 
knowledge and skills within the community beyond the campus.  
Compensation for such consulting work is a matter of agreement 
between the individual faculty member and the off-campus party, 
but the time involved ought not interfere with the normal discharge 
of full-time University duties. 

 
(definitions) • In general, consulting work should not exceed the 

equivalent of one day per week while the faculty member 
is on full-time duty at the University. 

• If difficulty is encountered in distinguishing between 
services rendered on behalf of the University and for 
private consultation, the individual faculty member should 
consult her/his department head. 

 
Evaluation: 
 Consulting enables faculty members to share their expertise with 

constituencies outside the university, integrate practical experience into 
classroom instruction, and contribute to the state's economic 
development through assistance to Iowa's schools, businesses, and 
industries.  Consulting is viewed as a constructive application of faculty 
expertise that provides benefits to the client, to the consultant, and to the 
university.  Furthermore, consulting activities illustrate that a university's 
faculty members have knowledge and skills that others outside the 
institution value and are willing to pay for. Typically, department executive 
officers (DEOs) review the proposed consulting work and also reviews 
the information collected as part of the annual process of reporting on 
consulting activities. 
 

Examples of 
Consulting 
Activities 
 

The types of services performed vary across colleges.  At the University 
of Iowa, they can be categorized broadly into legal services, educational 
services, and expert consulting.    At ISU the general categories of clients 
served include:  small business development centers, consumer and 
commodity groups, other government agencies, national accrediting 
bodies, and private industry.  UNI faculty provide consultant services to 
Iowa educational, business and industry, and government agencies.  
Education faculty assist teachers throughout the state in curricular 
development and related educational matters.  College of Business 
Administration faculty assist clients in improving efficiency and 
effectiveness and stimulating economic development.  Faculty from the 
social sciences and arts have worked with immigrants and helped 
address other issues related to Iowa’s social climate. 
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The following are examples of consulting activities that benefited the 
universities and especially the State of Iowa.  (The college providing the 
consulting is in parenthesis.)

Services Officers (Business) 

• Evaluated and tested alternative auction mechanisms for FCC 
spectrum auctions (Business) 

• Served on Scientific Advisory Groups for Proctor & Gamble, Inc.,

• Served on an advisory panel for the FDA regarding product 
testing for surgical devices (Dentistry) 

• Directed the New Horizon Band, which connects senior citizens, 
elementary students, and teacher education undergraduates 
(Education) 

• Established and participated in “Partners in Reading” which brings 
8th graders and seniors together to read/discuss the same books 
(Education) 

• Provided specialist engineering knowledge to industry and public 
agencies (Engineering) 

• Consulted regarding problems associated with biomedical implant 
devices (Engineering) 

• Co-authored a report on the state of the Iowa labor market, and 
trends in income and poverty in Iowa, for the Iowa Policy Project 
(a non-profit think tank) (Graduate College) 

• Prepared an analysis of the Davenport School District budget 
(Graduate College) 

• Consulted with the U.S. Justice Department in prosecutions of 
slave-trafficking rings in Southeast Asia (Law) 

• Consulted with state government officials on administrative law 
and constitutional law issues (Law) 

• Consulted with a company developing a new kind of medical 
hearing aid; the company used the information in applying to the 
FDA for clinical trials of the device (Liberal Arts and Sciences) 

• Helped create the Advanced Placement Latin Exam for the 
College Board (Liberal Arts and Sciences) 

• Served on research advisory boards for Shriner’s Hospitals & 
Research Foundations (Medicine) 

• Chair, Research Centers in Minority Institutions Review 
Committee, National Center for Research Resources (Medicine) 

• Provided assistance to national Pharmacy Boards on exam 
content and licensure (Pharmacy) 

• Consulted for the Iowa State Health Department (Public Health) 
• Consulted for pharmaceutical companies (Public Health) 

 
 
Iowa State University 

• Served as a consultant on statistical and economical issues in 
modeling recreation demand in Iowa (Agriculture) 
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• Consulted on the genetic aspects of feed intake in swine for 
Monsanto Company (Agriculture) 

• Assisted private sector organizations in Human Resource 
Management strategies and effective compensation (Business) 

• Presented a Management Development Training Program for the 
ITA Group (Business) 

• Conducted reviews of local art exhibitions for the Des Moines 
Register (Design) 

• Served as a consultant to a law firm regarding the labeling of 
nutritional supplements (Education) 

• As a consultant to the Nuclear Regulatory Commission, provided 
expert advice on waste disposal issues (Engineering) 

• Served as a consultant to private industry on database 
security/information assurance (Engineering) 

• Served as a consultant to Nike regarding research related to 
financial productivity implications of merchandise assortments 
(Family & Consumer Sciences) 

• Assisted in the development of a manual for the National 
Foodservice Management Institute, funded by the USDA (Family 
& Consumer Sciences) 

• Served as expert witness at trial estimating loss of income 
resulting from personal injury accident (Liberal Arts & Sciences) 

• Served as textbook reviewer/editor for McGraw Hill (Liberal Arts & 
Sciences) 

• Provided swine production and disease control consultation 
(Veterinary Medicine) 

 
University of Northern Iowa 

• Provided technical editing of pamphlet, “Welcoming New Iowans,” 
part of New Iowans Program (Business Administration) 

• Conducted train-the-trainer seminar, “Technical Teaching Skills,” 
for Alliant Energy-Nuclear Energy Plant in Palo, IA (Business 
Administration) 

• Conducted economic impact study for Burlington/West Burlington

• Assisted in development of Advanced Placement exams in the 
field of Human Geography (Social and Behavioral Sciences) 

 
Summary on 
Evaluation of 
Policies 

All three universities reported that their institutional policies on faculty 
consulting generally appear to be working well.  They provide appropriate 
encouragement for faculty to pursue consulting opportunities, while 
providing guidance to avoid abuses that might interfere with the 
performance of teaching, research, and service responsibilities at the 
university.  The policy at each of the Regent universities underscores the 
primary duty of faculty members to their institutional responsibilities. 
 

 
Data: 
 Among all three Regent universities, the total number of full-time faculty 

members who reported paid consulting activity was 852 during 2000-
2001 and 898 during 2001-2002.  During 2000-2001, this represented 
21.1% of all full-time faculty at SUI, 20.2% of all full-time faculty at ISU, 
and 17.4% of all full-time faculty at UNI had paid consulting days.  During 
2001-2002, 22.7% of all full-time faculty at SUI, 19.4% of all full-time 
faculty at ISU, and 21.2% of all full-time faculty at UNI had paid 
consulting days.  The average annual number of full-time faculty who 
reported paid consulting during the 2000-2002 biennium was 440 at the 
University of Iowa, 299 at Iowa State University, and 136 at the University 
of Northern Iowa. (See page 9.) 
 
The total number of reported days spent on paid consulting increased 
modestly between 2000-2001 (5,089) and 2001-2002 (5,224) for the 
three Regent universities.  However, the average annual number of work 
days spent consulting by those faculty members who reported such 
activities decreased at two of the three Regent universities: at SUI, the 
average number of consulting days decreased from 4.40 in 2000-01 to 
4.01 in 2001-02; and at UNI, the average number of consulting days 
decreased slightly from 5.85 to 5.82 from one year to the next year.  At 
ISU, the average number of consulting days increased from 8.17 to 8.56. 
 
The average number of faculty who consult and the average number of 
days spent consulting have fluctuated during the last 18 years, as shown 
in the chart on the next page.

Data Highlights – 
SUI 

Slightly over 21% of SUI's full-time faculty engaged in paid consulting 
during 2000-2001.  This increased to 22.7%% during 2001-2002.  The 
number of faculty who reported such activity increased from 421 in 2000-
2001 to 459 (+9.0 %) in 2001-2002.  The average, 21.9% represents a 
decrease of 7.4% over the average of 29.3% full-time faculty who 
reported consulting in the last biennial report (1998-2000).  However, it is 
very similar to the average of 21.2% that reported consulting for the 
preceding biennium (1996-1998).  As is usual, average rates vary widely 
across colleges, from a high of 83.8% in the College of Public Health to a 
low of 7.4% in the Graduate College.  The largest decrease was 30.5% 
(College of Business) and the greatest increase was 17.4% in the 
College of Nursing.  Approximately half the colleges experienced an 
increase in faculty and half a decrease.  Therefore, what appears to be a 
relatively large fluxuation from the previous biennium can be interpreted 
as normal year-to-year variations in consulting opportunities and faculty 
involvement. 
  

BIENNIAL AVERAGES FOR FACULTY CONSULTING AT REGENT UNIVERSITIES
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In contrast to the decrease in percentage of faculty members consulting, 
the average number of days of consulting that full-time faculty reported 
increased from an average of 3.11 in the last biennial report to an 
average of 4.20 in 2000-2002.  However, due to the decrease in the 
number of faculty consulting, the overall number of consulting days 
decreased from 4,064.75 days to 3,692.5 days.  In 2000-2001, the 
Internal Medicine Department had the highest number of faculty reporting 
consulting (31); in 2001-2002, all 40 members of the College of Law 
faculty reported consulting.  In 2000-2001, Internal Medicine faculty 
accounted for 378.0 days of consulting; in 2001-2002, the College of 
Nursing faculty had the higher number of consulting days, 196.0.

Data Highlights -- 
ISU 

The total number of consulting days reported for 2000-2001 and 2001-
2002 has decreased as compared to the two previous years.  The latest 
decreases can be explained in part due to an increased effort to define 
and monitor the activities that meet the definition of consulting per ISU 
policy.  The total number of faculty has declined during this biennium.  
Further, ISU concludes that the increased demands placed on faculty 
members’ time due to consecutive and substantial budget cuts reduces 
the amount of time available for consulting.   
 
Approximately 20% of ISU's full-time faculty reported paid consulting 
during 2000-2001.  This decreased to 19.4% during 2001-2002.  The 
number of faculty who reported such activity decreased from 308 in 2000-
2001 to 290 in 2001-2002. In 2000-2001, The Animal Science 
Department had the highest number of faculty (21) reporting consulting; 
in 2001-2002, the department with the highest number of reporting faculty 
was Material Sciences and Engineering (17).   
 
The total number of days spent on paid consulting decreased from 
2,517.75 in 2000-2001, to 2,483.07 in 2000-2002.  The highest numbers 
of consulting days which were reported by the full-time faculty also 
occurred in the Colleges of Agriculture (737.40 in 2000-2001 and 651.17 
in 2001-2002), Engineering (318.75 in 2000-2001 and 315.90 in 2001-
2002), and Liberal Arts and Sciences (451.50 in 2000-2001 and 574.00 in 
2001-2002).  See Tables 8 and 9, pages 28-33, for additional details. 
 

Data Highlights -- 
UNI 

Approximately 17.4% of UNI's full-time faculty reported paid consulting 
during 2000-2001.  This increased to approximately 21.2% in 2001-2002.  
The number of faculty who reported such activity increased from 123 in 
2000-2001 to 149 in 2001-2002.  During both years, the largest number 
of full-time faculty who reported consulting was from the Colleges of 
Education (68 in 2000-2001 and 77 in 2001-2002) and Humanities and 
Fine Arts (20 in 2000-2001 and 26 in 2001-2002). 
 
The total number of days spent on paid consulting increased from 719.00 
in 2000-2001 to 900.55 in 2001-2002.  The highest numbers of consulting 
days which were reported by the full-time faculty occurred in the Colleges 
of Business Administration (182.50 in 2000-2001 and 197.25 in 2001-
2002), Education (259.00 in 2000-2001 and 348.50 in 2001-2002), and 
Humanities and Fine Arts (140.00 in 2000-2001 and 180.50 in 2001-2002 
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Table 3c on page 17 provides data and calculations for 1998-1999 and 
1999-2000.  See also Table 10 and Table 11 on pages 34-37. 
 

Other Data On page 18, Table 4 provides a two-year comparison of data by 
department and, on page 19, there are faculty consulting trends for a 
eight-year period.  The tables on pages 20-37 provide faculty consulting 
data by department for each Regent university.  The graphs on pages 38-
43 provide a comparison of the number of full-time faculty who reported 
consulting to the total number of full-time faculty by department for each 
Regent university. 
 

 
Conclusion: 
 The three universities, in accordance with the basic missions of 

instruction, research, and service, have clearly stated policies on 
consultation.  Such work is encouraged, especially in the area of the 
faculty member’s professional specialization, and involving the sharing of 
his/her professional knowledge and skills with the community beyond the 
campus.  The decline in the number of faculty, due to budget cuts, has 
had a negative impact upon the availability of faculty for consulting work.  
An analysis of trends in Regent university consulting indicates that while 
the percentages of full-time faculty reporting consulting and the number 
of days spent consulting are still in the same general ranges, evidence 
suggests possible modest declines in the future.   Considering the 
imperatives for faculty being more closely linked to economic 
development in the state, institutional officials and the Board will need to 
monitor these trends closely.
